Tue signal service bureau indicates for the 
South Atlantic states, cloudy weather with 
rain; winds mostly easterly, stationary or 
higher temperature, generally lower pressure.

It was freely stated a month ago that the 
bill of the tariff commission would effect a 
reduction of about twenty per cent. Mr. Jo- 
seph Nimmo, our official statistican,has looked 
into the matter carefully, and he says the bill 
of the commission would, if the importation 
continued to be the same as last year, increase 
the revenue fuliy $4,000,000 a year. As the 
Kelley committee, if not the senate committee, 
have outdone the commission in the matter 
of protection, it is safe to assume that either 
of these bills would add many millions to the 
revenue. But neither, happily, will be passed 
without material amendment. 


Tue state of Vermont has a bad reputation 
and it isnotimproving. The latest swindle 
from that state isa claim before the war de- 
partment. It is presented by a Vermont reg- 
iment which served during the late war. It 
seems that by accident or design the regiment 
was not mustered out regularly yntil 
about ayear ago. The members now seek to 
take advantage of the technicality by claim- 
ing pay up to the day they were officially dis- 
charged from the service. If they will base 
the claim on the fact that they have tried to 
do the south more harm since the war than 
they did during the war—which is the truth, 
there might be some fairness in the claim. 


A VERY significant vote was taken on the 
tariff bill in the senate last Wednesday. A 
motion was made to postpone the considera- 
tion of the bill, aud it was only saved by 
four votes. The vote was 27 to 31. Sectional 
lines were drawn on it. The only: northern 
senators who voted for postponement were 
Cameron, of Wisconsin, Chilcott, of Colo- 
rado, Grover, of Oregon, Ingalls, of Kansas 
and Plumb, of Kansas. The only southern 
senators who voted against postponement 
-were Beck, of Kentucky, Camden, of West 
Virginia, George, of Mississippi and the two 

laryla< jgnators. Mr. Barrow voted for 
‘postponement, and Governor Brown did not 
vote. 


Prince Jerome Bonaparte, the harmless 
and generally sensational ‘‘Plon-Plon”’ of 
French politics, has published a foolish man- 
ifesto that gets all its importance from the 


manner in which the government received it. 


“Plon-Plon”’ is a cousin of Louis Napoleon. 
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charge of the small-pox reports, and has pre 
cisely the same orders, viz: to report every 
case, without fear or favor. He assures us that 
he has done so, and we believe him. Besides 
his pride and integrity in the matter, he 
knows that he would lose his place if he were 
to suppress a single case, or by omission, or 


: otherwise misrepresent the situation. A few 
| days since, the Chattanooga Times, regardless 
' of the fact that the small-pox accumulated in 
that city by the deliberate suppression of the 
news last summer, was now infecting the 
whole south, stated that a health officer of 
Atlanta hadtold a gentleman of that city, 
there were over 35 cases now in Atlanta, 
when we had reported only 12. We at once 
in‘erviewed every health officer, and each 
and all stated they had made no such state- 
ment, and could not have made it, because it 
was untrue. The inspectors, the board of 
health, all asserted over their own names that 
there had been but 12 cases in all. The Times 
has not, and will not, and cannot, produce 
a health officer of Atlanta who 
made any such false statement. 

We shall continue to report ihesituation as 
it really is, and let the public itself judge of 
its gravity. Ifthere was one new case or ten 
on yesterday the exact report will be found 
in our local columns this morning. It is 
ridiculous, hdwever, to say that the p resen 
situation compares in ary sense or degree 
with that of last summer. To begin with, 
fully nine-tenths of our people have been 
vaccinaved thoroughly, and the remaining 
tenth is being vaccinated at the rate of two 
hundred a day. Mostof the cases reported 
were varioloid. Of the first twelve cases,only 
two died, seven were cases of the lightest 
varioloid, only six cases of the twelve being 
real small-pox. Of the first twelve cases, six 
were contracted out of the city from Chatta- 
nooga cases, two from the six who brought it 
here, leaving only four that originated in At- 
lanta. These are the facts, and to their ac- 
curacy we attest in the most earnest manner. 
The public can judge for itself whether the 
situation isa serious one. There is not the 
slightest alarrh felt in Atlanta. We submit 
that fairness requires the News-Letter to re- 
print this editorial,and if it can offer rebutting 
testimony, to give the names of its witnesses 
so that we can run the matter down and ascer- 
tain its truth or falsity. 


TiE REPUBLICANS AGAIN, 
Our special dispatches from Washington— 
not the associated press report—show that 
the principle of district representation was 
fully conceded by the national republican 
committee. The press dispatch of the night 
before, left the reader to infer that the vic- 
tory of the starlwarts was sweeping and com} 
plete. It now turns ont that the stalwarts, 
who were in full control, concluded to retain 
only -the rotten boroughs giving up the 
“unit rule.’’ As the rule stands, any district 
cap select its two delegates; and if the ma- 
chine proposes to control an entire delega- 
tion, it must set the office-holders at work by 
districts. If a Georgia district should ‘split 


on this subject, and should elect two sets of 


delegates, the contest goes for 
decision directly to the national convention, 
and the state convention has nothing what- 
ever to do with the matter. If one wing in a 
district should decide to let its delegates to 
the state convention select iis national dele- 
gates, and the other wing should proceed to 
elect two delegates, the whole question must 
be decided by the national convention. Dis- 
trict representation, therefore, becomes an 
established policy in the republican party. 

The bosses will have to adapt their tactics to 


undertake to do in all the southern states and 
in all northern districts that are under the 
pressure of patronage. The rotten-borough 
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| oughly familiar with all its methods and 
know all the campaign secrets. It so happens 
that their paper, the Republican, is just now 
engaged in a fiery controversy with the New 
York Tribune. Reasonably or unreasonably, 
Editor Reid has from time to time made some 
rather severe strictures on Editor Gorham. 
Lately, he has dropped Gorham, and is en- 
gaged in criticising some of the curious an- 
tics of Editor Hatton, | 

A recent issue of the Republican has 
peppery snd rather personal reply to the 
criticisms of the Tribune, and it is in the 
course of this reply that the curious confirm- 
ation of Mr. Dana’s charge in regard to the 
means employed to get Stanley Matthew 
upon the supreme bench. We quote the 
words of the Washington Republican, and 
beg to call the attention of our readers to 
their full scope and meaning: 

‘‘A man who wiil tnter into a trade and 
dicker to debauch the supreme court of the 
United Statesin order to secure money to be 
used in a political campaign to elect a man 
whom he had previously denounced as a 
credit mobilier thief, is not high enough up, 
even when on top of the topmost mortgage 
in the roof of the tallest tower in New York, 
to have opinions concerning the editor of the 
Republican, personally, to cause the slightest 
annoyance to that humble and peaceable in- 
dividual.” : 

With the personal aspect of this statement 
we are not at present concerned. 
Its chief significance, so far as 
Tue Constitution and the public are con- 
cerned, lies in the fact that it is in the nature 
of a confession that Mr. Dana’s charge is true 
—a confession on the part of men who neces- 
sarily have full knowledge of republican 
methods in genéral, and of the crookedness 
of the last campaign in particular.

To this Mr. Beecher returned immediate] 
the following reply, with respect to which 
wheu bis consent was subsequently asked to 
i's publication, he wrote: “It was not writ- 
ten forthe press, and | do not know that it 
has on a new shirt collar, wristbands, and all 
that—but let itgo.”’ 

“The letter, it will be seen, is a most 
thorough and masterly synopsis of the lec- 
ture, exhibiting much more Mr. Beecher’s 
logical skill than is usually apparent to his 
hearers in his sermons or lectures.

As to God I argued that there were three schools 
of evolutionists: 1. Atheistic. 2. Agnostic. 3. 

. Theistic. As againstthe agnostics, who argue that 
the existence of God is not provable by science, 
though there may be one, lL argued, God is provable 
by scientific methods of universal authority—viz., 
by hypothesis—and i affirmed that hypothesis was, 
in its right use, sufficiently conviuciag and satisfy- 
ing toaffect, not only the claims of evidence and 
conviction, but to build systems on, to induce man 
to invest properly, take ail risks, ete ; that it has, 
at the bottom, the very substratum of science itself; 
that itis atthe root of astronomy; that geology is 
a Vast bundle of hypothesis; that the atomic the- 
ory—the theoriesof light and sound were substan- 
tial hypothesis—and that God was, even (consid- 
ered) asa hypothesis, as legitimately within the 
circle of scientific proofasthe great doctrines of 
ecience. .

AN INJUNCTION CASE. 


An Effort te Btep the Geergia Chemical Works From 
Interfering With Kirk wood’s Comfort. 

An important injunction case came up for hear- 
ing in the superiorcourt yesterday before Judge 
Hammond. The suft wasa bill filed by Governor 
Colquitt, Secretary Warren, General John B. Gor- 
Gon, and Mr. Charles M. Neel>to enjoin the work- 
ing of the Georgia Chemical and Mining company's 
works, near Kirkwood. The suit has been in court 
in some shape or another for several years. Kirk- 
wood is very near the chemical works and the 
which citizens of that place hold that the gases 
escape from the manufacture of sulphuric acid and 


are very injuri-us totheir health and comfort and 
generally distasteful to them. as well as injurious 
and damaging to vegétation in the vicinity of the 
works, The application first came foran injunction 
before Judge Hillver before the Works were in op- 
eration, and he refused tograntit. The plaintiffs 
then, after the works were put in operation, filed a 
bill amending the first billand averred in it that 
the ruuning of the Works was then doivug the dam- 
age that the first bill said would ye done as soon as 
the works were completed. At the hearing of the 
case the chemical company set forth that they were 
building certain towers of an improved pat- 
tern which would prevent the gases 
from doing any damage or being un- 
leasant or disagreeable in any way. Upon that 
wearing Judge Hillyer granted an injunction pre- 
venting the company, under a peualty of three 
thousand dollars, from runpbing the acid works 
until the towers were completed, provided the 
complainants gave bond in the sum of ten thou- 
said dollars to the csighed to reimburse them 


for all damages Occasighed in case the bill was 
filUally found to be uulawfully sued out. He also 
gave the complainants leave to move again if, 
when the towers were finished. it was found that 
the odors, etc.. were not abated. The company 
erected the towers at un expense of twelve thou- 
sand dollarse.On the 27th of December,Governor Col 
quitt filed another petition tothe court In which he 
averred that the towers have not abated the nuise- 
ance, but the :gasesarestill doing damageto the 
health of the citizens aud the Vegetation in the 
neighborhood. It ‘eee that injury to healtb and 
property be enjoined. He also moved the court to 
attach the company for cont mptof the order issu- 
ed by Judge Hillyer. The contempt case will not 
be tried untilsometimein February. ‘Ihe matter 
that was heard yesterday was the application for 
injunction. Thecomplainants were represented 
by Mr. B. H. Hi'l, Jr., and M. A. Candler, and the
